It I- Green In Color anil For a Pe- 


culiar Reason. 


It is a very tfurious fact that certain 


plants grow and thrive on the hair of 
sloths. Apart from its extremely coarse 
and brittle nature, the most striking 
peculiarity of the outer hair of the 
sloth is its more or less decidedly green 
tinge. Now, green is a very rare color 
among mammals, and there ought, 
therefore, to be some special reason for 
its development in the sloth, and. as a 
matter of fact, the means by which 
this coloration is produced is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena in the 
whole animal kingdom, so marvelous, 
indeed, that it is at first almost impos- 
sible to believe that it "is true. 


The object of this peculiar type of 


coloration is,'of course, to assimilate 
the animal to its leafy surroundings 
and thus to render it as inconspicuous 
us possible, and when hanging in its 
usual position from the underside of 
a hough its long, coarse and green

Philadelphia, Dec. 12.—A coal fam-

"Hate you ever thought what you

Havana, Dec. 12.—The followers of 


General Bartolome Maso, Democratic 
candidate for the presidency of Cuba 
are conducting an energetic campaign 
in Puerto Principe province. Salvador 
Cisneros, president of a former Cuban 
republic, who is attacking Genera 
Maximo Gomez and Senor Estrada 
Palma, the Nationalist candidate, on 
the stump and in the press, says that 
GenerarGomez is an assassin and that 
he (Cisneros) has as evidence 
during the ten years' war Gomez 
caused the death of Varona and Cas- 
tellanos. 
Cisnero and Palma were 


prisoners during the'last war. Refer- 
ring to Palma. Cisneros says: "He is 
a partisan of Senator Platt, the assas- 
sin of our liberty." He advises Gen- 
eral GomeS not to come to Puerto 
Principe province, because he wishes 
to save him from the hanging he es- 
caped in 1878 when he left the sword 
and turned politician. 


Cisneros adds that he does not know 


Antonio Maceo did not hang Go- 


mez then for proposing to surrender. 
He says that although the Cuban army 
is temporarily dissolved, Cubans, in- 
stead of voting for Palma. should 
make Gomez and Palma examples of 
the "Spotorno law." 
This law was 


passed by the revolutionary 
govern- 


ment of Cuba, and sentenced any one 
to death -who made overtures to the 
Spaniards for peace.

Chicago July 15, 1902. All of its na- \ 
tional conventions hereafter begin on 
the third Tuesday of July. In addition 
to a membership of over a half million 
of the 
laity represented here this 


week, this federation has received the 
indorsement of the pope, the American 
cardinal, the archbishop of this prov- 
ince, and of a half dozen bishops who 
have been present and of very many 
in the priesthood. It is, however, an 
organization of the laity. All the offi- 
cers are laymen, and its objects are 
for distinctive work from that of the 
hierarchy. The only question regard- 
ing membership was that of the ad- 
mission of women. The committee on 
constitution did not report in favor of 
their admission, but the convention 
took it up, and after a long and ani- 
mated 
discussion decided to admit 


them. 


The constitution as adopted by con- 


vention provides for a working central- 
ized power without interfering with 
the autonomy of any societies that af- 
filiate with it. The basis of represen- 
tation is two delegates from each local 
society, and the same ratio carried on 
pu from parish to county and from 
county to state and from state to the 
national organization. In state con- 
ventions there will be one delegate for 
each 1,000 members and one for each 
fraction of 500 or more. 
While the 


local federations of the larger cities 
retain their autonomy as well as in- 
dependent societies, the new constitu- 
tion provides a plan of organization 
under county federations directly and 
indirectly under state and national 
federations. 


The objects of the new association 


are given in a section as 
follows:
